for

He spoke of the fact that he could J 
understand why a man in Texas vo­ 
ted the Democratic ticket, but he didn’t 
see how a man in the

valley 
could do it. 
He commented upon what a protec­ 
tive tariff had done for East Liverpool 
and spoke of the prosperity in the 
Ohio valley. 
The hard times of four years ago, 
so well remembered by people of this 
city, came in for a share of the ad­ 
dress, and the speaker 
stated 
that 
Ohio had her share of the benefits 
derived by a protective tariff. 
That 
of the 88 counties in the state 
Co­ 
lumbiana had her share; that of all 
the cities in Columbiana county East 
Liverpool had had her share. 
He touched upon the prophecies of 
Bryan in 1896 and told how none of 
them had came true. 
The speaker touched upon the trust 
subject and showed that the only leg­ 
islation that had 
ever been 
taken 
against the trusts was framed by that 
grand old veteran, John Sherman. 
He then touched upon the proposed 
anti-trust amendment to submit the 
question to the various states in order 
that the constitution might be amend­ 
ed. 
He spoke of the fact that 148 Re­ 
publicans voted in favor and 130 Dem­ 
ocrats against 
Of this number only 
five Republicans voted with the Dem­ 
ocrats and two Democrats voted with 
the Republicans. 
He showed that this action was tak­ 
en by the Democrats because it would 


take the trust issue out of the cam* 
paign. 
The speaker then dwelt for some 
time upon the so-called paramount is* 
sue and closed ^ ith a glowing eulogy 
of President McKinley, Ohio’s favor­ 
ite son. 
Randolph Walton was then 
intro­ 
duced by Chairman McLane, and iii 
part said: 
“Mr. Chairman and fellow Republi­ 
cans—It gives me pleasure to speak 
to the people of a section of country 
that first felt the effects of the Ding- 
ley tariff, and to the craft that first 
enjoyed the fruits of a protective tar­ 
iff.” 
The speaker said he had heard A

stated that four years ago they had 
been on the seat of his pants. 
There had never been a strike in

waiting for their dinners to be dealt 
out to them and when the official:)

He said as

Ho u se.

"History ot American Coinage,” h as 
become a recognized auth ority up on 
both th e facts and th e p h ilosop h y of 
th e financial p roblem. Th is gives very 
great value and weigh t to h is contri­ 
butions up on th is subject, such as th at 
be made in th e Oh io State Journal re­ 
cently up on th e financial legislation of 
th e last congress, p articularly th e act 
of March 14, 1900, with wh ich lue Re­ 
p ublican p arty kep t its p romise to p ut 
th e money question up on th e moat sta­ 
ble foundation p ossible. 
He analy zes th e law very closely , 
sh owing h ow’ it not only increases th e 
gold reserve fund, but esp ecially h ow 
it p reserves th e legal tender quality of 
th e silver dollar, increases th e circula­ 
tion of silver certificates, and th us in ­ 
directly but certainly of silver itself, 
and increases th e national bank circu- 
iation, already nearly $90,000,000 more 
th an wh en th e law was p assed. 
He 
makes p lain many features of th e law 
of value and service to. th e p ublic th at

understood, but

AKES GOOD PLATFORM PROMISE. 


f aD,m »rj of IU Provisions — Benefits It 


Secures to Oar F in su e si — H am ilton’s

Hon. D. K. Watson, former attorney 
general of Ohio, and later representing 
the Columbus district in congress with 
distinction, by his study of finance, 
and particularly by his very complete 
• History of American Coinage,” has 
become a recognized authority upon 
both the facts and the philosophy of 
the financial problem. This gives very 
great value and weight to his contri­ 
butions upon this subject, such as that 
be made in the Ohio State Journal re­ 
cently upon the financial legislation of 
the last congress, particularly the act 
of March 14, 1900, with which tue Re­ 
publican party kept its promise to put 
the money question upon the moat sta­ 
ble foundation possible. 
He analyzes the law very closely, 
showing how' it not only increases the 
gold reserve fund, but especially how 
it preserves the legal tender quality of 
the silver dollar, increases the circula­ 
tion of silver certificates, and thus in­ 
directly but certainly of silver itself, 
and increases the national bank circu- 
lation, already nearly $90,000,000 more 
than when the law was passed.

Hon. D. K. Watson, former attorney 
general of Ohio, aud later representing 
the Columbus district in congress with 
distinction, by his study of finance, 
and particularly by his very complete 
History ot American Coinage,*; has 
I 
become a recognized authority upon 
both the facts and the philosophy of 
the financial problem. This gives very 
great value and weight to his contri­ 
butions upon this subject, such as that 
be made in the Ohio State Journal re­ 
cently upon the financial legislation of 
the last congress, particularly the act 
of March 14, 1900, with which tue Re­ 
publican party kept its promise to put 
the money question upon the moat sta­ 
ble foundation possible. 
He analyzes the law very closely, 
showing how it not only increases the 
gold reserve fund, but especially how 
it preserves the legal tender quality of 
the silver dollar, increases the circula­ 
tion of silver certificates, and thus in­ 
directly but certainly of silver itself, 
and increases the national bank circu 
Jation, already nearly $90,000,000 more 
than when the law was passed. 
He 
makes plain many features of the law 
of value and service to. the public that 
are not commonly 
understood, but 
should be known more generally be­ 
cause of the benefit it given to the peo­ 
ple in general. 
Mr. Watson takes up 
this great law section by section, 
clearly presenting its every detail in a 
way that would be most desirable to 
give here if space permitted at all, but 
a summary must suffice instead. 
The bill makes good to the utmost 
limit possible, under present business 
circumstances in the world’s financial 
relations and our own country’s com­ 
mercial condition, the Republican par­ 
ty’s promise to promote bimetallism 
so far as practicable. 
“There is a provision in the conclud­ 
ing section of that act,” says Mr. W at­ 
son, “that it is not the intention of | 
congress to prevent international bi 
metallism at a ratio which would in­ 
sure the permanence of the relative 
value between the metals whenever it 
should be exponent and practicable to 
secure the same by the aid of the 
leading commercial nations of the 
world.” 
This is a business handling of a 
purely business matter, and leaves the 
way open for taking up the question 
at any time that the way is open for it 
in a business way. 
Mr. Watson summarizes the most 
important features of the law, with a 
statement of their value: 
“Probably no more important bill 
relating to the finances of the country 
has passed congress in recent years 
than this one. It was intended to en­

Hon. D. K. Watson, former attorney 
general of Ohio, aud later representing 
the Columbus district in congress with 
distinction, by his study of finance, 
and particularly by his very complete 
“History of American Coinage,” has 
become a recognized authority upon 
both the facts and the philosophy of 
the financial problem. This gives very 
great value and weight to his contri­ 
butions upon this subject, such as that 
be made in the Ohio State Journal re­ 
cently upon the financial legislation of 
the last congress, particularly the act 
of March 14, 1900, with which tue Re­ 
publican party kept its promise to put 
the money question upon the moat sta­ 
ble foundation possible. 
He analyzes the law very closely, 
showing how it not only increases the 
gold reserve fund, but especially how 
it preserves the legal tender quality of 
the silver dollar, increases the circula­ 
tion of silver certificates, and thus in­ 
directly but certainly of silver itself, 
and increases the national bank circu 
lation, already nearly $90,000,000 more 
than when the law was passed. 
He 
makes plain many features of the law 
of value and service to the public that 
are not commonly 
understood, but 
should be known more generally be­ 
cause of the benefit it given to the peo­ 
ple in general. 
Mr. Watson takes up 
this great 
law section by section, 
clearly presenting its every detail in a 
way that would be most desirable to 
give here if space permitted at all, but 
a summary must suffice instead. 
The bill makes good to the utmost 
limit possible, under present business 
circumstances in the world’s financial 
relations and our own country’s com­ 
mercial condition, the Republican par­ 
ty's promise to promote bimetallism 
so far as practicable. 
“There is a provision in the conclud­ 
ing section of that act,” says Mr. Wat­ 
son, ‘ that it is not the intention of 
congress to prevent international bi 
metallism at a ratio which would in
